Central to him is Wayne January's confirmation to liim after he loft hero tliat 
Oswald wan at Hed bird airport about tlireo days before the assassination and did want 
to rent a place to bo flown to Cuba, llaybd the Cuba part is not from January, 

Mutt pressed me repeatedly to write a foreword and was surprised nnd ^appointed 
\fhen I would not. He seemed both surprised and diappointed today when he asked me if I'd 
like to review the book and I again said no. He U3ed the word "review" for a book seven 
mouths from publication so he way have liad the ms. in wind. k

the l^ed bird airport. He says that the police went there after the assassination because 
of a report tliat a 3mali piano, a Piper Cub, was being warmed up near a fence repeatedly.

liatt know nothing about Donahue's "Mortal Error." Ho nay have liard of it, I do not 
now recall, but he is not aware of any attention comparable to the play for the Giancana 
book. 

The Post is the only piper to ask me about Donahue's. I've copied some of my file for
